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Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 

Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .135. (35 U.S. C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office wit) be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner.

I. High-Level Discussion of Applicants 9 Invention 

• Applicants' invention uses rules to determine whether to take a snapshot of a data 
record. For example, a business may use Applicants' invention in a customer service 
environment, and snapshots are taken when a customer's phone number or address 
changes. 

• Applicants determine which fields to copy based upon particular criteria. For 
example, "date last accessed" may not be copied (see Figure 3). 

• Applicants' store data in a snapshot in the same manner as it is stored in the main 
database. 

• Applicants maintain a transaction log file which details when a snapshot was taken, 
who made the change, why the change was made, and any authorization that was 
needed for the change (page 9, lines 10-12). 

IL High-Level Discussion of Bamford Patent 

• Bamford focuses on solving the problem of multiple users accessing a database 
simultaneously. Specifically, Bamford offers an implementation for the isolation 
levels that are specified in SQL92. 

• Bamford uses a serialized transaction to reduce the number of conditions that result in 
a blocked transaction. 

• Bamford uses "rules" to determine a "snapshot set," such as including transactions 
prior to a particular time. 

EL High-Level Discussion of Cantrell Patent 

• Cantrell offers a solution to service multiple interrupts on a priority basis. 

HI. Claims 1 Rejection Discussion 

• Bamford does not compare data record changes to one or more rules as claimed by 
Applicants. Rather, Bamford uses "rules" to identify which transactions to include in 
a transaction. 

• Bamford never teaches copying one or more fields from a data record as claimed by 
Applicants. 

IV. Claim 2 Rejection Discussion 

• Bamford' s "undo log file" includes records of old transactions that are overwritten by 
newer transactions. This is different that writing transaction data corresponding to 
copying one or more fields from a data record to a snapshot record as claimed by 
Applicants. 

• Bamford does not teach that transaction data includes an address corresponding to the 
snapshot record. Rather, Bamford' s "snapshot number" corresponds to when the 
snapshot was taken (col 8: lines 30-48).
